The Canadian Milling Industry 
As a Market for Canadian 


Wheat 

In its monthly review of the Can- 
adian wheat situation for July, the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, Ot- 
tawa, shows the importance of tlie 
Canadian milling industry as. a 
pared with any other single market 
not excepting the United Kingdom. 
Its remark sand table of compari- 
son in this connection follows: 

“The Canadian milling industry 
forms the nearest and largest single 
market for Canadian wheat, Prob- 
ably because this market is so near 
at hand, its relative importance is 
often lost sight of in present day 
discussions which deal at such 
length with the question of world 
markets. During the past six years 
Canadian mills have ground an aver- 
age of about 82,000,000 bushels, or 
in other words, have absorbed the 
equivalent of one crop in every five 
produced in Canada. Domestic mills 
have purchased wheat in steady vol- 
ume throughout the years. It is 
noteworthy that even in 1930-31, 
when international trade in wheat 
and flour was beset with many diffi- 
culties, Canadian mills ground only 
about 10,000,000 bushels less wheat 
than during the average of the past 
six crop years, 


“During the past six years slightly 
more than one-half of the flour mill- 
ed in Canada has been exported, or 
about 55,000,000 barrels out of a 
total production of 109,000,000 bar- 
rels. The high quality of Canadian 
flour sets a high standard in over- 
sea markets, improves the demand 
for Canadian wheat and in general 
serves to advertise in'a practical 
way the excellence of Canadian 
wheat as a milling material, 

“It is interesting to note 
during the six-year period 
1925-26 to 1930-31 Canadian 
ground 491,000,000 bushels of Can- 
adian wheat while during the same 
period on the basis of corrected im- 
port figures, the United Kingdom 
imported 476,000,000 bushels of Can- 
adian wheat, or about 15,000,000 
bushels less than the volume milled 
in Canada.”

Political Authorities View Rebillion 
As Move to Restore Monarchy 


MADRID, Spain, Aug. 10—Rebel- 
lion flared in four Spanish cities to- 
day, resulting in at least 
deaths in Madrid during an attack 
at dawn on the ministry of war and 
the office of the premier. 

Reports from Seville, in the south- 
west, said tha ta Monarchist foree 
under General San Jurgo had cap- 
tured the communications buildings. 

From Algeciras in the south near 
Gibraltar, reports said an army de- 
tachment had mutinied in the near- 
by town of Lalinea. The naval gar- 
rison at Cartagena on th esoutheast 
coast also was reported to have 
mutinied. 

The causes of the trouble were 
obscure. Authorities differed ag to 
whether it was an attempt at a 
Monarchist coup or was ineited by 
Communists or Labor syndicalists, 
Communications with outlying 
cities were impossible. : 

Madrid police under the command 
of Director of Public Safety Menen- 
dez repulsed the attack on the min- 
istry of war, spraying the open 
square with machine gun bullets.

MOOSE JAW, Aug. &—The recent 
offer of S, A. Whittaker, general 
merchant of Briercrest and member 
for Moose Jaw County in the provin- 
cial house, to accept wheat in pay- 
ment of debts and allow §1 per bush- 
el regardless of the market value, Is 
being enthusiastically accepted by 
farmers of the district who are -in- 
debted to Mr. Whittaker, 

On Friday a farmer hauled in a 
load of 60 bushels which was accept- 
ed by Mr. Whittaker in payment of 
a debt. The following day a gran- 
ary was hauled to the baék of the 
store for the purpose of storing the 
grain, whieh will be received until 
carload lots are available for ship- 
ment. 

“The diea is going good,” said Mr. 
Whittaker. “A lot of farmers are 
falling in line with the plan, and I 
think they all will.” 

Other merchant sof the district 
are also lining up similar plans, ac- 
cording to Mr. Whittaker, and while 
they are not accepting wheat, they 
are going to accept 50 cents on the 
dollar in payment of back debts.

CANADIAN BACON 


OTTAWA, Aug. 8—-Canada will go 
after the high class bacon trade of 
the world in a very serious manner 
it Great Britain grants the Domin- 
ion's request for three cents a pound 
preference on this commodity. Can- 
ada is asking that a duty of three 
cents a pound be levied on foreign 
bacon entering the markets of the 
United Kingdom with Empire-pro- 
duced bacon enteting free. 

It requires three cents a pound to 
eive Canada a net advantage of two 
cents a pound under existing ex- 
change rates as compared with Den- 
mark. Given such a start, officials 
ot the agricultural department are 
optimistic that Canada can step out 
and produce quality bacon that will 
show the way to the rest of the 
world, She leads in wheat and gets 
the best price for cheddar cheese of 
any outside country selling in the 
United Kingdom market and could 
do as well in bacon they expect. 

The hope for this advance in 
quality would be from the farms of 
the three prairie provinces although 
a much greater number of pigs 
tha nat present could be raised in 
the central and eastern provinces 
where swine raising fits in well 
with dairy farming. However, it is 
expected that hog raising will | al- 
ways be a side line in the central 
provinces whereas western farmers 
would specialize in it and improve 
the quality by careful breeding. 


20 BUSHEL YIELD EXPRCTED 
IN SOUTH WHEAT BELT 


LETHBRIDGH, Aug. 8—Today’s 
survey of agricultural conditions 
penetrated the heart of the extreme 
southern wheat belt of the province 


and included review of the Coutts, 
Milk River, Foremost, Skiff, Stirling, 
Raymond, Magrath, Taber, and 
Barnwell localities. In all these 


areas hot, dry weather has prevailed 
for several weeks and if one had 
studied the rainfall records before 
visiting the districts he would have 
been justified in expecting very poor 
conditions. 

Taking the territory as a unit, 
these do not exist; on the contrary, 
the wheat crop is making an ex- 
cellent showing under its severe 
handicap, and there are not many 
sections of this piece of country that 
will fail to harvest 20-bushel aver- 
ages, and’ some will give 30.

CALGARY, Aug. 8—The city coun- 
cil’s relief committee Monday after- 
noon was informed that impoverish- 
ed families moving to Calgary from 
neighboring municipalities, deemed 
to be provincial charges, are stead- 
ily increasing.
